WRONG AGAIN 
Appointment ol GenernhMacArthur nnd 
' Admiral Nlmltz to top command In the Pa- 
cific theater mml have come as quite a blow 
1 to several Journalists \vho specialize In pay- 
I chic predictions. 

I . These writers had lately been busy ro- 
shuflling the Pacific command In antlclpa' 
I tlon ot V-E day. It was their biggest reor- 
ganliatlon Job since they predicted, several 
months before the Normandy Invpslon, that 
General Marshall would bo "lUcked upstairs" 
Into supreme command ot the allied Invasion 
forces, and that Qcnoral SomerveU would 
become chief of staff with the aaaignment of 
organising "a worldwide WPA." 

This time the psychic prognostlcatora 
again brought In the dignified and distin- 
guished figure of General Marshall as a sort 
of political footjall. Ho would get the su- 
preme on-the-spot command of all Pacific 
annlofl. they said, while General MacArthur 
would bo stranded In the Philippines. 

Most of these predictions seem to come 
from people who, for some reason or other, 
have carried General MacArthur around Uko 
a chip on their shoulders almost slnco the 
day that war began. 

These people, Including a few members 
of congress, have apparently sought to give 
the Impression that only their constant vigi- 
lance has prevented the political appointment 
of top commandsrs In wholesale lots. And 
since there Is no evidence of any political con- 
sideration In the final appointments, they 
may receive some credit among tho gullible. 

To that extent their activities are harm- 
less. But the oblique aspersions they have cost 
upon the President, the chiefs of staff and 
the field commanders are neither admirable 
nor helpful. In their ultimate Implication, 
these aspersions charged the commander In 
chief and tlie highest military leaders Svlth 
putting politics before lives. 

The brilliant record of the American com- 
mand, capably refutes any question of the 
proper discernment and use of our generals' 
and admirals' talents. And among the moat 
brilliant records arc those of General Mac- 
Arthur and Admiral Nlmltz. 

They were the logical men to entrust with 
the Job of finishing Japan. They got the Job. 
And we're extremely doubtful that the psy- 
chic prognostlcators' tears and eloquence had 
much to do with the final decision. 



DEATH OP MANPOWER BILL 
' ' One sentence out of the thousands In one 
of James F. Byrne's last reports to the Presi- 
dent and congress seems to have given tho 
coup de grace to the dying manpower bill. 
That was the one In which tho director of 
war mobilization and reconversion urged the 
bill's passage not only for war production, but 
for producing essential civilian goods and 
"later, to facilitate reconvorston." 

The bill was already drowning In a flood of 
diluted amendments and compromises tend- 
ing to render it Ineffective as well as inoffen- 
sive. It only needed an lU-advlscd remark In 
an otherwise excellent document to push It 
down for the last time. 

Even Senator Johnson of Colorado, who 
helped write the compromtst; bill, said he 
wouldn't vote for It after Mr. Byrne's sug- 
gestion. He or one of his colleagues might 
have offered an amendment to limit the dur- 
ation and nature of the bill's provisions, and 
avoided the "reconversion" possibilities. But, 
toward the end, many of the people's repre- 
sentatives seemed to be looltlnE for the near- 
est exit from tho whole subject of manpower. 

General reconversion will come with the 
end of the war. The problem then will be to 
create peacetime Jobs, not to control and ra- 
tion manpower like a scarce commodity. The 
only apparent reason for wishing such con- 
trol would be a lack of faith In tho ability of 
private enterprise to create those jobs, or an 
unwillingness to give private enterprise the 
chance. 

In wartime every American has the duty 
to sene where he can do tho mo^t good. But 
in peacetime he has the right to seek the type 
of . work he prefers, and to live where he 
chooses. Private entorDrisc applies to workers 
as well OS employers. The proposed manpower 
freeze during the reconversion period would 
- have denied workers their freedom of choice.

In their opinion, 
thnt the; no longer have the running ot their own 
shopj. They soy that they must bow lo the detailed 
demands of the unions and lorcmen. under penalty 
ot R strllte or a aockdown by a lovemment atency 
prejudiced In favor of the workeri. 

BtowmoUon schedules of output, m demanded by 
the ileiruxlj. constitute another hesdiche which they 
cannot assuage by themselves or by appeals to 
' Wublngton. 

FOSEBIEN— The pressure of production tor victory 
his prevented the situation from reaching an eiploslva 
stage, they explain. But they fear that Indiutry In 
peicetlme Mil be completely demorsllied tmlesi they 
can obtain a remedy against domination oC Itie front 
olllce by the shop. 

The federal decree which cr^'stallUed the deiermln; 
tlon to light back woa the ruUng thak teremcn apd 
supervisory personnel have tho right to organlu Into 
a union ot their orni. The larscr cotporaUon^ plan 
to contest this order In the courts and also to demand 
legislative changes which wUl outlaw this finding. 

Othcmlte, they Insist, they face eventual confUca- 
Uon by the alliance of govemment and the CIO, 
which controls the employes In the mass Industries. 

The big Industrialists' resentment against this al- 
leged discrimination underlies the MaUonal AisoclaUon 
ol Msnutscturen' refusal to sign the "charter" for- 
mulaled by Eric A. Johnston, president ol the U. a 
Chamber ot Commerce, William Oreen of the AFL 
and Philip Murray of the CIO. The opposition main- 
tains that this agreement prevents them from ueking 
ntcesisry revisions ot tho law through congressional 
or political action. 

Incidentally, the theory that labor should share 
respoiuiblllty with management was ttrst advanced 
by Waller Reuther, head ot the United Automobile 
Workers of America, a OIO unit. The auto makeri 
In Detroit regard the decision on foremen organisation 
OS another payott for tho HUlraan -Murray contribution 
In the 19U presidential campaign. For more than 
five yean administrative agencies held the opinion 
that the bosses could not Join a union. 

JAFS— Thousands at Amerlcan-bom Japancce find 
themielvts In an awlcward altuallon as a result ol 
our startling victories oyer the Paclllo enemy and 
Tokyo's own admUslon that the outlook appears dark 
tor the erstwhile land of the rising sun. 

Although It Is an extremely hush-hush subject In 
the depatlment of Justice, many Jsp resldenti tor- 
warded appUcsUons tor revocation ot Iheir American 
cltlienihlp.

It Is fortunate that bo many unions have retrained 
from Baking ofricial strike votes under the Smith- 
connally act as a means of exerting bartalnlng pres- 
The exceptions Uluatrato the rNtralnt that 

labor organleatlons have placed on themselves. 

Outstanding among the exceptions ore those supplied 
by the Teitlle Workers' union (OIO), which Is now 
calllni oil Its requested strike vote because It Is get- 
ting what It vented In tho way ot wsges. 

The Bmlth-Connally act wasn't supposed to work 
that way. It was designed by Its epUmUtlcally mls- 
' ' d authors OS a scrlke deterrent The proi-lilon 

strike vote alter a 30-day "cooling off" period 

was expected to produce an anU.strlke majority. 
Erperlence during the war, however, taught labor- 
union people that a prime way ol gelling acUon 
from government officials, oa well as unwilling em- 
ployers was to threaten o. walkout. An ofttclal threat, 
conducted under tlie auspices of the government, such 
as this slrlke-vote procedure, often proved most 
effective ol alL 

Whatasltuatloni The national labor relations board 
required by law to take strike votes when asked, and 
the nstlonal war labor board set up by law to prevent 
ttrikesi 

The many labor unions that have wanted, and 
often desen'cd, wage raises and yet have not talked 
strike In wartime deserve public applause.— Christian 
Bdenca Monitor.

high-ranking officials in Washing' 
food problema. UnhappUy. 
thny rarely accepted his advice. 

Last September Agriculture Sec- 
retary Wlckard asked Hoover about 
what seemed lo threaten then to be 
Slut of hogs and pork products. 
H6over strongly urged Wlckard to 
keep production levels high. He ad- 
vised thst farmers be given a guar- 
antee that the government would 
buy all surplus hogs at a tlxed price. 

It there Is an excess. Hoover said, 
.. can be stored In preparation tor 
the tremendous task Ot feeding Eu- 
rope. Pork products and particularly 
lard, are relatively easy to store, he 
pointed out. Fats, said tlie former 
President, whose knowledge of food 
and food supply extends tram the 
grass roots In the com-hog belt, to 
tlie remotest comers ol the earth, 
the key to health and well-be- 
ing— the key ta stability. Lord, he

An ' 
wilt need to do It unless we 
willing to stand by and watch mil- 
lions of human beings die after we 
have made gigantic sacrifices to 
give them a chance to live. 

-It this war stopped tomorrow, 
(this, remember, was 1943) there 
would be mlllloni of permanently de- 
bilitated adults and millions of 
stunted children. But there wlll.^- 
ways be millions who can be saved 
If European clvlll£ation is to live, 
tliey niuil be ted.

The very fact that Brynes resigned 
lessens the Importance ot his recom- 
mendations to congress for continued 
high taxes, price and rationing con- 
trols, restrictions on production of 
civilian eonsumers' goods. 

Judge Vinson's appointment will 
put another test on the Idea that 
It takes a congreuman lo get along 
Willi congress, for he too has lervcd 
in the houie.
